1 Except on behalf of Government and as provided in rnle^IO) beloiv no 
opimn or intoxicating drugs made tliercfrom exceeding three tolas in weight no 
morphia or preparations thereof exceeding 10 grains in weight and no poppy 
heads exceeding five seers in weight may be imported into exported from or 
transported within the limits of the Madras Presidency without a pass 

2 Under the opium rules opium and poppy heads may "be transported under 
pass — 

(a) from a Oo\ emment storehonse to a wholesale depot 

(I) from a Tahsildar s or Depntj Tahsildar s kachen or from a wholesale 
depot to a shop 

3 If opinm or poppy heads are transported from a Government storehonse 
(at Madras or Eajahmnndry) the pass must be signed by the storehouse officer 
and must specify — 

(o) the name of the person in charge of the consignment , 

(J) the place from which snch consignment is to be transported 
(v) the name of the consignee 

(d) the number of packages and the weight and contents of each 
{«) the destination of the consignment 
(f) the period allowed for transport and 
iff) the route to be followed 

Each package must be sealed with the ofRcial seal of the storehouse officer 

4 If opium IS transported from a Tahsildar s or Deputy Tahsildar a kaoheri 
the pass must be signed by tbe Tahsildar or Deputy Tahsildar as the case may be , 
and if from a wholesile depot the pass must be signed by the depot keeper 

6 The consignment must be sent by tbe route if any prescribed m the pass 
which should be handed over to tho guard of the train by which the consignment 
18 conveyed On the arrival of the consignment at the station to whi(3i it is 
booked the pass should be handed over by the guard to the stationmaster of that 
station who must hand it over to the consignee hap he makes delivery of the 
consignment 

6 Therailnay invoice must always accompany consignments of opium or 
poppy heads and must not be sent in aavance by mail or other train 

7 The bulk of a ci nsignment sbonld never bo broken i e if opium or poppy 
heads are consigned in qnantities roqoinng more than one wagon tho ngons in 
M Inch they are loaded must not be separated in transit but must always travel 
together throughout the journey In the same way smalloi consignments must 
never be separated 

8 Any Eevenue officer not inferior in grade to a Eevenue Inspector any Salt 
Abkan and Customs officer not inferior in rank to a Sub Inspector or any Police 
officer not inferior in grade to a Head Constable may at any time examine such 
consignments of opium in transit If after such examination tho officer concludes 
that the packages have not been opened or tampered 'ivitb’in transit and their 
nuTaber cotreaponds with tho number specified in the pass the consignment will 
be allowed to proceed Otherwise tbe consi nment will be detained 

9 Opium exported from a Government storehouse to a Native State or Foreign 
Settlement must be covered by a pass granted by the storehouse officer 

10 Opium may be imported by sea by licensed druggists on payment of duty 
at the tariff rate of Bs 24 per seer and other imports may be permitted under 
special orders of the Board of Eevenue The latter restriction shall not apply to 
the free import of opium from other Provinces or from Native States lu quantities 
not exceeding one tola by bond fide travellers for their personal consumption

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Opium imported by sea must be coveied in transpoit by tbe customs receipt fox 
payment of duty and opium imported undei tbe special permission of tbe Board 
by tbe order of tbe Boaid ]iermitting tbe import. 

Rules for the transport hy <>atl of kquot and intoxicating dings, 

Tbe foUonuiig aie extracts fiom tbe Madras Abbaii Act I of 1886 

‘‘ Liq[uor ” includes spirits of wine, methylated spiiits, spirits, wine, toddy, 
beei and aUliq[uid consisting of oi containing alcobol 

“Intoxicating ding” includes ganja, bbang and every preparation and 
admixture of tbe same and every intoxicating drink oi substance piepaiedfrom 
any part of the bem]p plant ( Cannabis Sativa or Indica), from grain or from 
other material and not included in tbe teim “liquoi ”, but does not include opium 
or anything included within tbe meaning of tbatwoid as defined in tbe Indian 
Opium Act, 1878 

Section 6 — No liquor or intoxicating drug shall bo imported unless, being 
liable to tbe payment of duty uiidoi tbe Indian Taiiff Act, 1882, or any otbei law 
for tbe time being in force relating to tbe duties of customs on goods imported 
into British India, it has been dealt with according to such law 

Provided that subject to tbe oiders of tbe Governor in Council the Collector 
may, from tim= to time, permit the import of liquoi or intoxicating drugs or of any 
kind of liquoi or intoxicating drugs, othei than liquor oi intoxicating drugs liable 
to tbe payment of duty undei such law as aforesaid, on p)ayiueut of tbe duty, if 
any, to which tbe same is liable under tins Act and on such otbei teims as be 
thinks fit, and may cancel such permission 

Note — The G-oiornoi Geneial m Council Ins pi oliibitccl the bunging oi faking, by sea or 
by land, into the Bladras Picsidencj of intoxicatiiig drugs made fioni tlio nonip plant, but 
intoxicating drugs supplied from the storehouses in the Madias Presidency may bo brought 
into the Piesidency fiom (a) tho French Settlement of Pondioherr}’ foi supply to the enclave 
villages of that Settlement and (b) Cochin State for supply to the outlying portions of Chitfui 
taluk 

Section 7 — No liquor oi mtoxiciting drug shall be expoited unless ifc has been 
lawfully impoited by sea into any poit m tbe said Piesidency, and its export is 
permitted by competent autboiity on payment of tbv fee oi duty, if any, to which 
it IS liable under any law foi the time being in foice on its Uanshipment or le- 
exportation 

Provided that subject to the oideis of tho Govern oi in Council the Collectoi 
may, from time to time, peimit tliH oxpoit of liquor or intoxicating dings, oi of 
any kind of liquoi oi intoxicating dings, on payment of the duty, if any, to ubicb 
tbe same is liable under tins Act and on such other teims as be thinks fit, and 
may cancel such jiermission.

Tlie true liemp plant Cannnhs Saturn) though grown hero and there in most 
parts of the Presidenc}' in haclcyards, is found ns a regularly-cultivated field crop 
m only two localities, vi? , ir the hlalayali villages on tlie .Tavddi hiUs in North 
Arcot, and in one or two villages in the Bapatla taluk of Kistna district It is 
also laised to a ceitain extent in the hillj parts ol Yu'agapatani unci Ganjum, hut 
there seldom moie than a few plants aio grown by each poison 

riie .Javddis sue alow’ hilliange coveted with jungle, amongst which the 
Malayab villages lie scattered , few’ of them consisting ol more than three or four 
huts Each village has a small [tatch of land cleared foi cultivation near by, and 
theie, in almost all cases, a plot or two of hemp will bo found gi owing The 
Malayabs claim to be Yellalas, but except for piii^poses of trfulc and barter have 
bttle or no connection with the people of the plains I'hej' also claim to alone 
possess the knowdedge necessary for the manufacture of gdnja — a practice vchich 
has been earned on, they state, in these hills from tone imniomoiial The^ attri- 
bute the fact that the growth of the ciop is conSnod to the hills merel} to the 
ignoiance oi the people of the plains, and state that if the lattei knew how to deal 
wnth the crop, they w’ould easily grow it outside the hills 

On the hills cultivabon is earned on in small plots, the natural fab of tho 
giound preventing any considerable tolei ably level area being found in one place, 
although to a certain extent the plots areteiiaced In these plots tho Malayobs* 
raise the oidinary dry food-grains of the count] y for their own consumption, and 
with them the hemp plant alternates , hemp not being oicbnanly taken on the 
same land in two successive years The soil is free, triable and open, derived 
directly fiom the locks on wh»ch it rests, thoroughly web diaiiied, and appears 
to be fairly feitbe Foi hemp, it lecoives a heavy dressing of cattle dung, wuth- 
out which it 18 said to be hopeless to laiso the crop 'Jhis manure is spread on 
the surface in May oi June, before the first lains abow of ploughing being begun 
As soon as tbe land is sufficiently moistened it is ploughed and tho opeiation is 
repeated three oi four bines at convenient intoivals until some time in July, when 
tbe seed is sown Sownng is done b'y dropping tho seed, at tlio rate of fiv’O or six 
seers per acre, in a fuiiow’ opened wnth a plough, the seed being covered vMtb 
soil drawm over it by tho feet of the sower The seed is sown in rows about 3 
feet apart, and during the growth of the ciop the spaces betw eon the lows are 
woiked and kept clean by ploughing and weeding Tho young plants ajipeai m 
about a week after sowung, and when about three weeks old they are pai bally 
thinned out, and when they leach to a foot high they aie eaithed up by means of 
a plough which is run along on either side of the rows This lattei process 
aided by hand-weeding at intervals of about a fortnight, thrice repeated, keeps 
the whole land clean 

When the crop is about four nfonths’ old, the anxieties of the culbvator com- 
mence and the crop has to be examined carefully and frequently, so that any male 
plants — called lemale by the lyots— may be detected and removed Detection of 
the male plants is only possible when the flowmrs appear Their eiibre removal is 
absolutely essential to securing a ciop of ganja, as otheiwise the whole crop runs 
to seed The lemoval of the male plants is a continuous process, going on as 
the plants aie detected Notwithstanding this care a certain amount of seed 
aetuaby sets 

Some time early in January the harvest begins It coubnues up to March 
Plants are ready for cutting as soon as the leaf turns yebow and begins to drop 
At the same bme the spikes of female flowers also turn yebow The crop is never 
cut on a damp or cloudy day. 
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In han e ting the npe plants are cut bodily tied mto etnall bundles and 
earned to the thresWg lloor of the village There the spibes ate stripped < ff the 
stems with a few of the leaves and the stems are thrown away The material 
thus collected is spread out on the floor m the sun dunng the middle of the d »y 
for three four or hve hours and then loosely rolled in the hand to worV out 
such seed as maj ba've been formed and to break up the leaf that remains The 
working also causes the spikes to stick to one another to some evtent The 
broken leaf is then winnowed out collected and powdered 

Ihe manufacture then begins A closely woven bamboo ba ket is taken and 
dusted inside with leaf powder Into it is placed a layer of the spikes an inch or 
} n inch and a-ha\f deep The *?pike» are then trodden under foot bj a man work 
ing round and roun^ on his heels in the basket four or five times the man 
supporting himself on a stick whilst the basket is held steady by two others If 
the basket be lar^o enough t«o men do the treading grasping each other s shoul 
ders to steady themselves Lajerover layer of the spikes is thus made in the 
basket till it is fall eaeli layer being separated Irom the next bj a little leaf 
dust "WTien the basket is lull its contents are tnrned out on a piece of flat hard 
ground and on the top of the pile n large flat stone is placed upon which ore 
piled other stone to weight and compre s the hCap The weights remain thus 
till next morning at about 8 or 9 A m when each layer is taken out separately 
broken into small bits and spread m the snn to dry Whilst spread out thus the 
pieces are trampled on with the heel and turned over from time to time to secure 
pn per drying In the evening the piece<» are again replied and weighted and 
day tnrwiid cvet to tho ptocoss being repeated till the whole le 
thoroughly dried 

Great importance IS attached to the tho oughnessof the treading the sufficiency 
of the pressing and the completeness of the diyini: the quahty of the drug 
being said to depend ou the manner in which these processes are earned out If 
the cakes are not dned sufficiently they appear green and are of infenor quality- 
good ganja being brown 

When fully cured the cakes are stored in the ryot s houses where they are 
packed in date mats in bundles each containing 20 via es (sa} 60 lbs ) and kept 
under presssure till sold to dealers 

In ihe Kiitna i ttnei the s il the conditions under which the crop is grown 
and the method of manu acture all difi'erei tirelv from those described above ae 
much as tbej do from the practice in Bengal according to Dr Pram s descnption 
It is only in oi e > lUage Da gumd in the Bapatia taluk not far from the borders 
of Nellore and about 15 miles from the sea toast that any coD‘’iderable area of 
the crop is/to he found although a little is also gjown in one or two of the 
neighbouring village 1 he countrv js a wid5 open plain of black cotton soil and 
from its appearance badlv or poorly drained The s il is not particidarlystififfor 
the description concerned being in fact a good stiff loam and contains a consider 
able amount of kankar On the land ou 
which hemp is grown the common crops 
with which it usually alternates are noted 
on the margin The crop iS grown in 
open fields some near to and some at a 
di fance from the village bnt all reason 
ably accessible In some cases it is 
cultivated and handled by the ryot who owns the land , bnt more frequently 
he cultivati n of the land and all the cattle labour required is suppbed by the 
ryot and the planting and handling of the crop is undertaken by others— 
chieflv Muhammadans of whom there is a considerable settlement in this village

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The seed-beds are usually made on tbe bund of a tanlt, and are 6 feet unde by 
60 feet long. Tbe soil of these beds is dug up with a crowbar and reduced to a 
fine tilth and levelled. Seed is thus sown at the rate of 4 or 5 seers (of 85 tolas) 
to a bed ; two such beds supplying plants sufficient for an acre of land The 
seed 18 covered with earth strewn over it by hand The bed is then watered by 
hand and the watering is repeated daily for about two months ns required The 
sowing takes place in August When the plants are 2 feet high they are topped 
off, and in a few days numerous side branches aie put out The plants are then 
transplanted into the field 

Land intended for hemp may have earned a crop of hemp in the previous 
year — 19 out of 118 acres planted in Daggupdd ' tins year (1893-94) being said 
to have earned hemp in 1892-93 — but more usually the crop is alternated with 
one of those mentioned above If it follow s hemp, heavy innnunng is necessary 
Cultivation of the land for the crop usually begins mtli ploughing in Jul}', and 
between then and October it is ploughed about three times and finallj w orbed 
with the three-tined grubber {goruiy or seed dnll used inthout its seed hopper 
and tubes) It is then marked off in 2 feet squares with a marker, similar to 
the guntala, or scuffle worked without its share At the angles of e.icli square 
four or five plants aie dibbled Into a hole made with a stick, and then they are 
watered to set the plants The crop is planted out in October 

The land intended for this crop is manured either W'lth cattle manure or by 
sheep folding, the application of manure being considerable when the land 
carries hemp successively year after year 

A month after planting the fields are hand-weeded, and about a fortnight later 
a plough 18 run between the rows, and the plants are earthed up slightly Two 
months after planting out flowering begins, and then the remoi al of the male 
(here as elsewhere termed female) plants begins They aie cut off near the 
roots and thrown aw'ay This work goes on continuously as long as male plants 
are found. 

About February the plant begins to ripen and the harvc'-t commences It 
goes on till the end of Maich The plants are cut bodily with the siclde. and 
are laid out in the field where they grow for three days to diy in the sun On 
the fourth day they are tied into small bundles of about ten plants each, and 
then piled, head and tail, in the field The heaps are opened, and the bundles 
le-piled next day, the process being lepeated over several days When the 
quantity to be dealt with is small, and space allows, the bundles are carried to the 
grower’s house and there piled , but in all cases the crop is finally earned to the 
house, and a month later the spikes are removed Each spike is plucked off by 
hand and then they are spread out on a hard llooi in the open for one night in 
the dew to soften and become pliable In the morning the spikes are collected 
and stored in large gunny-bags, being packed closely’^ therein by a man treading 
them down into the bag The produce is then ready for sale, and may be kept 
for as many as two years

Instructions for identification of Cocaine 

Cocaine ib a white generally oryataUine powder slightly solnble in water, 
bnt completely solnble in alcohol The aqneous solution has a strong alhalme 
re-action (tnrns red litmus paper blue) and has a very bitter taste The aqueons 
solution, if not carefully prepared and secluded from air, rapidly undergoes 
decomposition with formation of vegetable growths 

Cocaine produces on the tongue a sudden and characteristic cessation of 
feeling which lasts only a few minutes One drop of even a weak solution of the 
hydrochloride of cocaine, if placed on the tongue, soon produces a decided 
numbness, but the effect vanishes unless the application is repeated 

Cocaine Hydrochloride is perfectly dolourless and soluble in water fornnug a 
perfectly colourless solution which is absolutely neutial to litmus paper The 
solution of the pure salt keeps fairly well, but in the presence of common 
impurities is decomposed very easily In the dry solid state it is perfectly free 
from odour and undergoes no change by keeping, but as sold, it not unfrequently 
has a peculiar mousy smeU (like that of mice) or even a distinct benzoic powdei 
(hke that of frankincense — <3=nL£iiSlirrresS) Pure cocaine hydro- 

choloride is always distinctly crysytalline though much of the commercial article 
presents an amorphous (without crystalline structure) or a grannlor appearance

tnremoiothis substance from malt liquor in tbo ordinary process of browing 
b*>or Tho hops are found to prevent in a gmt measure the tendency of the beer 
to become sour in coiisequsuco of tho conversion of alcohol into acetic acid and in 
warm climates wher such liquors aro apt to run into acetous fermentation very 
rapidly it is noccasan to employ astnogent drugs to regulate the formation of 
alcohol and prevent the development of acetic acid 

Tho natives consider tJieso barks a noevssary ingredient in making spmt for 
the following reasons Firstly they dimmish tho toogreat sweetness of tho toddy 
sugar and secondly thov render ho spint luoro intoxicating The first of these 
phcDomeiMi is arconnte 1 for by thi chenucal fact that the sogor breaks up danng 
fermentation into two other bodies alcohol and carbonic aad and in the second 
place the barks enallc tlie operator to oltaiu a larger proportion of alcohol from 
Kis toddy than he could get from U-avi!^ it to brew without such adioncts The 
analysis of tho barks bus revesled no pnnaplo of poisonous or intoxicating prop- 
ertv and thereforo the idea of their directly communicating n potency to the 
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spirit IS without foundation, and besides, as the spirituous liquor is submitted to 
distillation aftei wards, any alkaloid, such as strychnine, would be left behind in 
the retort Some of the barks are aromatic and these most likely are used to 
flavour the resulting spirit, which would be the case if the aroma resided in a 
volatile oil It 18 probably a spirit of this kind that Dr Ainshe refers to under 
the title of Puttai char ay im or baik spirit, an alcoholic liquor in which barks of 
various acacias are used in the manufactuie 


In addition to the barks aheady mentioned, the following is a list of others 
used in different paits of India for this puipose They are aE characterized by 
their astringency —

A plant IS used by toddy sellers on the Eastern Coast for quite a different 
purpose, it IS employed for ostensibly regenerating stale hquors The plant is 
Carulluma adscendens and is called in Telugu “ Pulambarai ” From information 
received through the Bevenue Department from the Abkari Inspector, Bala- 
cheruvu Circle, it appeals that the bruised fresh plant increases the gravity’- of 
toddy and consequent!)' its intoxicating properties This also gives to stale toddy 
the appearance and smell of that freshly drawm A few bruised soap-nuts are 
then sometimes worked into the toddy between the fingers and the contents of the 
pot are stirred up so that a froth, as if from freshly feimented luice, nses to the 
top The toddy may be many days old, but so complete is the process of renewal 
that experienced judges are often deceived 

From an e\armnation of the Polambarai plant it is found to be very acrid and 
bitter, and contains a caoutchouc-like substance, a resin similar to fluavil and a c 
bitter principle It resembles in its composition the Yeicum (Cahtropis), a well- 
known plant of the same natural order, which has lery active medicinal quahties 
and IS poisonous in large doses The use ot soap-nuts to form a froth on 
beverages corresponds with the use of preparations of (imllaia bark in England 
and Ameiica for the puipose of giving a ‘ head” to mrated dunks, but the small 
quantity employed pioduces no injurious effects whatevei on the system
